!: OTTAWA, Oct. 21.—The house went 
‘fnto committee on a@ resolution provid- 
fng for ratification of the convention 
; between Great Britain and the United 
; States for protection of the salmon 
fisheries of the Fraser river. 

Hon. N. W. Rowell explained that 
; the convention had been entered into 

Because of the threatened extinction 
, of the sock-eye ealmon industry in 
: British Columbia. He compared a 

record year when 1,600,000 cases of 
1 8almon were packed with last year 

when the number had dwindled to 
160,000 cases, 

This figure comprised ail the sal- 
}mon packed on the Fraser river both 
‘fn the United States and Canada. It 
| was estimated that the number of 
+ cases packed during the present year 

in both the United States and Canada 
‘ would not exceed 30,000. 

Object of Convention. 

| If the industry was properly pro- 
j tected, eaid Mr. Rowell, it might be 
worth as much as 630,000,000 per 
| year. The object of the convention 
‘was to insure the perpetuation and 
Preservation of the industry, It pro- 
vided for the creation of an interna- 
, tlonal commission to investigate con- 
, ditiona fn the river and tc decide on 
necessary steps for the protection of 
; the salmon. It provided that a closed 
| @eazon should obtain so as to permit 
} the salmon to get up the Fraser river 
during spawning time. 

Mr. Rowell was of the opinion that 
the convention, if properly lived up 
to, would be sufficient to rehabilitate 
the industry. 

J. A. Robb asked what number of 
| licenses for ealmon fishing in the Fra- 


eer river had been granted during the 
present season, and if preference had 
been given to returned soldiers in this 
regard. The belief prevailed, he said, 
that a large number of these licenses 
were held by aliens. 

Hon. A. K. MacLean said it would 
be impossible to anewer the question 
at a moment's notice, but he would 
try to obtain the information. He 


1 was under the impression that all of 
the licenses were held by British sub- 


jects and that during the past year 
preference had been given to returned 
@oldiers in issuing licenses. 

Mr. Duff protested that there were 
other portions of the international 
fisheries commission report which 
should be carried out as well as those 
referring to salmon fisheries. 

Mr. Rowell said some parts of the 
report. had not been made public and 
it would not be proper to deal with 
them at this time. 

Common Sense Method. 

Hon. W. 8. Fielding congratulated 
the government on getting back to a 
common sense method of doing busi- 
ness. Here was a treaty between Ca- 
nada and an outside nation in which 
there was no reference to the suffer- 
ings of Czecho-Slovakia, the Koran, 
or the Skull of the Prophet. Neither 
was there any reference to Canada’s 
new status as a nation. It was simply 
@ treaty between his majesty the king 
and the president of the United States. 

Sir George Foster said, as acting

jelding for the compliment, evan 
though the latter had been unabie to 
overlook the chance for further criti-

The resolution carried and the bill 
based thereon was given a second 
reading and @ message was sent to 
the senate asking the concurrence of 
the upper chamber in the approval.

Lieutenant Governor Hendry’s 


Statement o 


n Forming a Govt. 


Liberal Leader Tales Issue with Lieutenant-Governor on His Avowal 


That He Believed Under the 


Circumstances He Could Call on 


Anyone in the House or Out of It to Form a Government 


TORONTO, Oct. 21.—H. Martley 
Dewart, K.C,, liberal leader in Ont- 
ario, handed out a statement ‘this 
afternoon in which he rapped the 
Heutenant-governor, Sir John Hendry, 
for having intimated to the evening 
newspapers here that his honor ‘‘be- 
Heved that under the circumstances 
he could call J+tinyone dn the house 
or out of it and ask him ‘to form a 
government.” 

Mr. Dewart stated that the person 
to whom the lleutenant-governor 
should dook to form a govermment {fs 
himself, “the successful leader of the 
liberal party.” Mr. Dewart’s state- 
ment follows: 

“The election returns demonstrated 
that the people of the province of 
Ontario will no fonger tolerate the 
Hearst administration and its auto- 
cratic abuse of power. My advices are 
that there will be a larger liberal 
contingent of members than in the 
past legislature. With the united far- 
mers numerically in the lead, it ts 
quite apparent that the conservatives 
whl not have as many members as 
the (iberals, and, therefore, have no 
right to continue to contro: the busi- 
ness of the province, 

“When the house dissolved, there 
were just two parties in the hous@® 
The Hearst administration nag been 
overwhelmingly beaten, and the prin- 
ciples that the diberal party has fought 
for have bren vindicated by the elec- 
tion of a controlling group of liberals, 
soldiers, farmers and labor represent- 
atives. The principles of their policies 
they hold largeiy in common. There 
can be no reason why they should not 
get together.

Five or Fifteen Year Bonds Oan 
Be Obtained at Option of

OTTAWA, Oct. 21,—Sir /Henry 
Drayton, min’ster of finance, today 
made known the terms of the forth- 
coming victory loan. 

The prospectus will ask for a min- 
imum amount of $300,000,000 with 
the right to accept all or any part of 
subscript‘ons in excess of that amount. 

As in previous years, the sub 
scen.bers will be given a choice of 
maturity, five year bond due Novem- 
ber 1st, 1924, or 15 year bonds, due 
November Ist, 1934. The securities 
will carry interést at the rate of 6 1-2 
per cent, per annum, payable May1st,

and November. ist, and the issue price 
will be 100 and accrued interest for 
both maturities making the income 
return 61-2 per cent per annum. 

Purchasers may pay in full upon 
applcation or in five installments

OTTAWA, Oct. 21.—Opposition ob- 
jections to the adoption by parliament 
at the preseht session of the Grand 
Trunk bill was set forth in an amend- 
ment offered by D. D. McKenzie, at 
the close of a iong speech today, It 
was seconded by Hon. W, 8. Fielding. 
The amendment, which declares that 
{t would be both improvident and in- 


expedient to put the legislation 
through the house this session, is as 
follows: 


“That the bill be not read a 
second time, but that the house 
do come to the following resvlu- 
tion: 

“That the bill proposes an un- 
certain but very large addition to 
the debt of the dominion at a 
time when existing obligations, 
arising out of the war and from 
other causes, are so vastly in ex- 
cess of all previous obligations, as 
to give much cause for anxiety on 
the part of all who are concerned 
in the financial position of Can- 
ada and the maintenance of the 
public credit. 

“That a measure of such wide 
reaching character and large !m- 
portance requires a study by the 
house and the people that cannot 
possibly be given in the closing 
days of the session. 

“That the present session of 
parliament was called for a spec- 
jal purpose which hus already 
been accomplished. 

“That on Wednesday, October 
8, the honorable the minister of 
trade and commerce, acting as 
leader of the house in the ab- 
stnce of the prime minister, stat- 


COST OF MEALS — 
TOLD TO BOARD 
OF COMMERCE 


Judge Robson Amazed at Figures 
Gathered by Five Winnipeg 
Women 


WINNIPEG, Oct. 21.—That while 
the price of wheat has remained fixed 
for three years, the.cost of all other 
foodstuffs has gone up at an enormous 
rate; that wheat might easily have 
sold at $4 and $5 a bushel in Winni- 
peg except for the fixing of price; and 
that if the farmer was to produce at 
pre-war prices and pay war wages he 
would soon be out of business, were 
some of the main arguments presented 
to the board of commerce this fore- 
noon by Peter Cameron, of West- 
bourne, a prominent worker in the 
ranks of the I 
ers'’* association, The witness pro- 
duced statistics gathered by five Win- 
nipeg women who made tests to see 
jwhat meals actually cost. These tests 
amazed Judge Robson and others 
present. It was shown that the cost 
per person worked out as low as 11 1-3 
cents {nm one case; {In another less than 
16 cents.

Voyer sus- | 
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Meat Packers Claim That Their 


Profits Come Chiefly From Pork, 
Those of Retailers From Beef 


Made at Board of Commerce 


ot | Phat the Hide Is the Most Valuable Part of Cattle Is Statement 


Inguiry When Meat Packers and 


Retailers Testify—High Price of Pork Said to Be Due to the 


Scarcity of Hogs 


Meat packers and retatlers test- 
ified before the local board of , 
commerce on Monday. 


A curious situation was revealed 
by the evidence. According to 
witnesses, the packers are losing 
money on beef and making a pro- 
fit on hogs. The retailers are not 
getting much out of pork, but are 
making up on the sale of becf. 


That the packers get on an ave- 
rage about one cent Ib. or $1 
per cwt. net profit on a hog, live 
weight, was the assertion of the 
Swift Canadian sales manager. 

The high price of pork is duce 
to the scarcity of hogs; the pack- 
ers have to pay the price to get 
the animals,’’ was another state- 
ment. 

“The hide is the most valuable 
part of cattle at the present time,” 
said Mr. Hunter of Swift Cana- 


dian, “We wish sometimes that 
the animals would all run to 
hide.” 


It was also stated by the same 
witness that Alberta farmers spoil 
their market by putting on a lot 
of cattle in the fall instead of car- 
rying them over the winter, There 
was a surplus now, but there 
would be a shortage in the spring. 
The packers could not handle all 
the cattle offered now. 

Questions were asked as to 
Swift Canadian bacon being seid 
at Liverpool, England, at the 
same price as fresh pork in Ed- 
monton. It was admitte’ by one 
witness that they could not dis- 
pose of all their shoulders. , They 
had to dump them, 4 

Mr. Hunter said that Swift Can- 
adian were not selling one i 
of thelr surply@® beef now. It was 
all being sent On consignment to 
places where storage existed, and 
would be sold as credits extended. 
It was a matter of speculating 
with the market.

“The net profit, on today's market 
price, would be approximately $1 per 
ewt. live welght hog,” said S. W. Lund, 
sales manager of Swift Canadian com- 
pany, when giving evidence before 
the board on Tuesday afternoon, 

The above answer was given in re- 
ply to a question from Mr. Ross, who 
asked whether it was not !mpossible, 
by reason of the many by-products on 
a hog, to estimate the revenue from a 
hog carcase, 

“How long does it take to deliver a 
carcase on the local market after a 
hog has been Killed,” said Mr. Mus- 
tard, 

“It should be about 48 hours,” said 
the witness, 

“And during that time {t {8 In your 
cooler?” 

“Yes,” said the witness. 

“Has there ever been a time when 
local dealers could not buy hogs from 
you?” asked Mr. Mustard. 

“No,” answered the witness, “until 
a few weeks ago when owing to the 
shortage of hogs we could not secure 
any." 

“Has there ever been a time when 
you have had hogs in your cooler and 
have refused to sell to the retailer?” 
asked Mr. Mustard, 

“No,” said witness. 

Mr. Mustard alluded to some dis- 
crepancy in prices of pork reported 
on the city market and the prices as 
given by witness. 

To this it was answered that witness 
had often seen dressed pork sold on 
the market for which the farmer could 
have got more money if the pig had 
been-sold alive. 

“Do you export directly to overseas 
firms?” said Mr. Mustard. 

“Yes,” said witness, ‘‘we exported io 
Fingland until about a month or six 
weeks ago, when the British govern- 
ment took over the buying, through 
the British ministry of food at New 
York." 

“In normal times,” added the wit- 
ness, ‘‘wé ship to England direct.” 

Witness denied that thelr prices 
were fixed by the purent company at 
Chicago, nor did they check up their 
prices with other companies, 


Scarcity of Hogs. 


“We have to pay good prices hers 
to get any hogs at all,”” said Mr. Lund 
in auswer to Mr, Ross, “It 
scarcity of hogs which makes the price 
here,” 

In discussing the manufacture of 
by-products from hogs, Mr. Lund said 
that there were two kinds of tankage, 
edible and non-edible, ‘The edible in- 
cluded trimmings,'and a small quan- 
tity of blood used for blood sausages, 
The other tankage was made into fer- 
tilizer. Meat trimmings were used for 
sausage and fat trimmings for lard. 
The price of trimmings averaged 27% 
cents per 1b,, and sausage made from 
the trimmings ranged from 34% cents 
per pound down to 17 cents per pound. 
The trimmings were first class meat. 

“Have you ever bought hogs at San- 
gudo, near Westlock, af less than 16 
cents per pound?" asked Mr, Ross, 

“No,” sald Mr. Lund.

tive to the four questions sub- 
initted to them. In so doing they 


| forbade the repeal of the Ontario 


Temperance Act and the re-estab- 
lishment of the bars, the sale of 
light beer through Government 
agencies, the adoption of local 
option as to the sale of light beer 
in hotels, and the sale of spiritous 
and other liquors through Gov- 
ernment agencies. These negatives 
appear to stop all the gaps through 
which the re-introduction of the 
sale of liquor for beverage pur- 
poses might be accomplished.

Retail meat men were examined 
during the morning, and {t is no re- 
flection upon the Intelligence of the 
board to sayyhat the figures supplied 
by the witnesses had them guessing 
many times, 

The great variety in the cuts from 
the carcass of an’ animal, all prices 
differently, the number of by-produc?s 
and offal, as it is so termed, with a 
wide range of pricey, and with all 
these prices altering constantly, make 
up a protty big problem, when it 
comes to ascertaining the margin of 
profit between the wholesale and re- 
tall prices, and also the amount of 
profit secured on the digposal of the 
whole Carcass. 
| One general conclusion that could 
jbe arrived at was, however, that the 
jretall men contend that they are mak- 
jing nothing or very little on pork, 
and that the sale of beef, mutton, etc., 
has to help make up the deficiency on 
pork. 


Differences in Profits. 

Yet there seems to be a great dif- 
ference In the percentage of profit 
jthat the plg yields. For tnstance, ac- 
{cording to the staterfent of Mr. G. 
Reuter, of P. Burns’ Retail stores, 
jthere wag a margin of profit of about 
$2 on a 78 lb. hog carcass, between 
the wholesale and retail prices. Mr.
